Police say race not an issue in 
deadly Greenbrier shooting

Columbus Police and S.W.A.T. offi- 
cials said race was not an issue when a 
S.W.A.T. officer shot a homicide suspect 
four times just outside a Greenbrier 
Apartment on April 27. 

A witness, however, said the white 
police officer gunned down the Black vic- 
tim and should be punished. Police 
authorities believe their colleague will be 
found innocent when all the facts are 
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presented to a grand jury within a few 
months, 

"It's a terrible thing and the officer will 
live with that forever," said S.W.A.T. 
Lieutenant Peter Tobin. "For a parent to 
bury their child is the worst thing in life. | 
felt so badly.” 

A-witness said the. police officer 
probably doesn't feel any remorse and 
was out to kill David D. Roberts, Jr., a 
suspect in a Columbus homicide earlier 
this year.

outside of the building, while Detec- 
tives Christ Holzhauser and 
S.W.A.T. Officers William Germini 
and Keith Winn went inside the 
apartment. x 

After making an announcement 
that they were police, a female 
opened the door and was asked if 
David Roberts was present. She 


replied she knew no one by that 


name, according to police reports. 
The officers were permitted inside 
the apartment, when they heard 
glass breaking. 

As officers Winn and Holzhauser 
opened the bedroom door, they ob- 
served Roberts escaping out of the 
window and seconds later heard 
several gunshots. 

A police official told the Call and 
Post the tipster warned police that 
Roberts vowed not to be taken 
alive. Roberts. died next to his 
.9mm-caliber automatic weapon. 

The parents of Roberts refused 
to comment on their son's death. 

"| don't think race had anything 
to do with it," said another witness. 
"Just because (a suspect) is white, 
doesn't mean he won't shoot (a 
white officer)." 

The entire Greenbrier Apartment 
Complex has been buzzing with 
speculation that the officer was “out 
to get" Roberts. But Homicide Ser- 
geant Glenn Eggleston and Lt 
Tobin said that was the farthest 
thing from the officers mind. 

“The initial stress that you are 
under is fear," Eggleston said, 
describing having a gun pointed at 
you. "Even though you have a (bul- 
letproof) vest on_and a weapon, 
there is-still fear. Race was not an 
issue. Absolutely not!" 

“The last thing on your mind is 
race in that situation," said Lt, Tobin. 
"Race did not enter in the officer's 
mind. You only have a second to 
think in that situation. It's a tough 
ordeal to go through." 

This incident is currently under 
investigation by the Columbus 
Police Department, S.W.A.T. Inves- 
tigations, Internal Affairs and the 
Firearms Review Board.The facts 
will be presented to a grand jury. No 
date has yet been set. 

Tobin believes-Officer Plumb will 
be found "justified" in the shooting. 
"| want my officer to be justified, if 
he's justified. This will be reviewed

On the campaign trail, candidate 
i Clinton had promised that his 
st 100 days in office would reflect 
ore positive activity than at any 
ne in the nation's recent political 
story, with action on a variety of 
ants, including development of a 
2alth care reform package and 
vactment of an economic stimulus 
‘ogram. Since his January 20 in- 
iguration, the president has 
n through Congress a budget 
an which .calls for almost $400 
illion in deficit reduction over the 
2xt four years, and has begun the 
abate over the health care reform. 

However,.the president. has 
2en bogged down in several ex- 
osive controversies, including his 
arly decision to rescind the ban on 
ayS serving in the military. It was 
2parently expected by the presi- 
ant that the recension of the ban 
1 gays in the military -- which had 
2eN sought by his supporters in 
e gay community -- would be an 
ction which could be ac- 
ymplished by the stroke of the 


presidential pen. However, the 
firestorm of controversy which the 
proposed elimination of the ban 
“created forced the president to 
backtrack, placing a six-month 
moratorium on his action while the 
Congress studied it and while the 
military prepared for the ban's 
elimination. 

Amore quietly-received action -- 
but an action which was also 
viewed as a sop to a strong group 
of supporters -- was the lifting of the 
ban on women in certain combat 
roles. That action was taken last 
week 

The president had also 
promised that he would create an 
administration which "looked more 
like America," with larger numbers 
of minorities and women, On that 
count -- at least at the cabinet level 
-- the president has been largely 
successful. Four of his 14 cabinet 
officials are Black -- the first time in 
the nation's history ‘this has ever 
happened. For the first time, the 
Attorney General and the head of 
the Council of Economic Advisers 
are women. However, some early 
reviews of subcabinet appoint- 
ments show that the numbers of 
minorities and women are similar to 
those in the Bush administration, 
although the president has said that 
this will change as he appoints 
more subcabinet officers. 

During the president's cam- 
paign, the theme had been "the 
economy, stupid" -- the focus would 
be on the nation’s economic woes, 
and on Clinton's plan to solve them. 
However, foreign affairs has con- 
sistently intruded into the 
president's best-laid plans, with his 
early days consumed. by the 
Somalian relief effort-and the most

recent weeks the continued hos- 
tilities in Bosnia. 

Former Charlotte, N.C. mayor -- 
and North Carolina senatorial can- 
didate -- Harvey Gantt, in Colum- 
bus recently to address a group of 
Black law students, called Clinton 
“one of the most intelligent presi- 
dents we've ever had," whose 
agenda reflects the needs of the 
Ameérican people. Columbus state 
representative Ray Miller said the 
president “should get high marks 
for being aggressive on the 
economic front, and very thoughtful 
and aggressive for hedlth care 
reform." 

However, Tom Whatman, a 
spokesperson for the Ohio 
Republican Party, gave the presi- 
dent an "F" for his first 100 days in 
office. "There's a difference be- 
tween campaigning and govern- 
ing," Whatman said, and he chided 
the president for consistently 
breaking the promises he made 
during the campaign. 

Even among his supporters, 
there is a concern about the break- 
ing of promises and the diversion of 
focus from the nation's most critical 
issues 

"He overpromises and back- 
tracks too much," said Gantt. Clin- 
ton has already been forced to 
rescind his campaign promise of a 
middle-class tax cut, and has 
begun to propose a “carbon tax" on 
all forms of fossil fuels which he had 
disavowed during the campaign. 

While Clinton the campaigner 
may have believed the promises 
were important to establish 
credibility with the American 
people, Gantt disagreed. "He could 
have beaten Bush even ifhe'd been 
honest," Gantt said 

Miller-said-the president's 
“priorities are questionable in some 
areas," noting that “| would nothave 
made the issue of gays in the 
military one of my top three or four 
priorities." The plowing ahead on 
such divisive issues, Miller as- 
serted, "can paralyze your 
presidency and really harm your 
ability to get other issues of much 
greater importance passed." 

“|t ain't about gays in the 
military," Gantt emphasized. The is- 
sues important to voters, Gantt as- 
serted, are the pocketbook issues 
of job development, improving 
education and. providing affordable 
health care. 

Whatman charged that 
"(Clinton's) first 100 days are a 
failure,"" noting that this approval 
rating at this point in his career is 
the lowest of any president in his- 
tory. However, neither Republicans 
nor Democrats were prepared to 
count the president out 

"He's got time to turn it around,” 
Whatman said

The city of Columbus has lost 
one of its most dogged and 
prolific chroniclers of the Black 
experience with the death of 
Hiram Tanner at the age of 79. 

Hiram Tanner was truly a 
renaissance man, who during 
his career worked as an 
educator, soldier during World 
War II, and postal official, in ad- 
dition to his long career as 
sports. editor of the Columbus 
Call & Post and his avocation as 
a historian. 

Vocation and avocation 
merged in his history, com- 
pleted only last year, of the Mal- 
vern School in Arkansas, a 
Black schoo! with a storied his- 
fory at which Tanner was the 
principal in the early 1940s. The 
book was presented to Hillary 
Clinton during her appearance 
in Columbus ° 

Tanner, a Columbus resident 
most of his life, had a deep com- 
mitment to the preservation of 
the history of Black Columbus, 
especially in the arena of sports 
‘He wrote a comprehensive his- 
tory of the involvement of 
Blacks in the sporting world at 
The Ottio State University, and 
collected extraordinary informa- 
tion regarding the exploits and 
achievements of Blacks in 
Columbus for a period spanning 
much of the city’s history. As 
longtime friend and’ contem- 
porary Eldon Ward said, Tanner 
‘showed that Blacks were 
making a contribution through 
the years, not only in sports, but 
in the community.” 

Columbus is a little dimmer 
| today, as it has lest one of its 
shining stars.

na time when higher education institutions are 

facing increased financial hardships and cutting 

back faculty and programs, why is President Clin- 
ton, proposing full implementation of an untested direct 
government lending program which may increase costs 
and administrative burdens while sacrificing services to 
schools and students? 


The current student loan program may need reform, 
but the federal government should not replace quaran- 
teed student loans, now provided under the Federal 
Family Education Loan program, with a program in 
which colleges and universities will serve as loan 
agents 

The president's direct lending proposal clearly 
countermands the more deliberate action taken by 
Congress last year to establish a Direct Loan 
Demonstration Pilot Program to test and evaluate the 
direct lending concept on 250 to 300 campuses. 

Under the Clinton proposal, schools will be respon- 
sible for loan origination, forecasting loan volumes, 
and managing federal loan funds. Colleges and univer- 
sities participating in the program may have to spend 
existing funds, appropriated for faculty and student 
programs, on additional staff, computer systems, and 
space to carry out these new responsibilities. The 
Clinton proposal makes no mention of where schools 
will get the funds for these additional costs. 

There is a need for government to streamiine costs, 
but project savings for this program by the General 
Accounting Office are 6verstated. To the contrary, a

February 1992 Congressional Research Service study 
concludes that direct lending could actually increase 
federal program costs if it were unable to duplicate 
administrative cost efficiencies achieved by private 
lenders. 

The burden is particularly problematic for the 
nation's Historically Black Colleges and Universities, 
which are continuing to face great financial challenges 
‘in-carrying out their mission to. ensure access to higher. 
education for African-American Students, 

John Henderson, President of Wilberforce Univer- 
sity, recently sent a letter to Congress stating that for 
Wilberforce to administer a direct government loan 
program, the university would have to hire an additional 
four staff members at a cost of $120,000. Students in 
other small to medium sized colleges like Tougafoo 
College; Xavier University, and Tuskeegee University 
are the real stakeholders in the outcome of the direct 
lending debate. institutions like these will experience 
the most difficulty in undertaking these new ad- 
ministrative and operational responsibilities -- at a 
potentially severe cost to students 

With all of the questions yet to be answered about 
the impact of direct lending on schools and students, 
the only responsible answer to improving the student 
loan system Is to reform the current financial aid pro- 
gram, and allow our colleges and universities to focus 
their efforts on educating our students, not funding 
then. We urge the Clinton administration to rescind 
this proposal.

evelopers of the Tuttle Crossing Mall project 
won a major victory last week, as they con- 
vinced 62 percent of the city's voters that the 
benefits gained by the mall would/be greater for the entire 
city of Columbus than the inconvenience would be fora 


few folks in northwest Columbus. 


In the Black community -- which was viewed, and 
we believe rightly so, as important to victory -- the 
developer's pitch was that the project would create 
4000 new jobs, an $18 million construction payroll and 
a $36 million ’per year operational payroll, and $3.2 
million per year in new property taxes, of which $2.5 
million would go to the schools 

But one of the key selling points in the Black com- 
munity was not merely the broader numbers, but the 
understanding that there would be special efforts to 


ensure that Blacks were included in the complete 
development. The developers promised that there 
would be meaningful participation of Black contrac 
tors, other Black businesses, and Black workers not 
only in the construction of the project, but in all phases 
of the development 

It was on this basis that many Blacks voted for the 
project. Development in northwest Columbus 
provides no benefits in the inner city, unless there isa 
conscious and conscientious effort to do so. And the 
Tuttlé Mall developers promised that effort 

Fhe referendum has now passed, the developers 
are making their plans, and the opponents are licking 
their wounds. We believe that plans for the mail will 
be proceeding aggressively. We are looking forward 
to the developers’ plans on how minority participation 
will be incorporated into this project

A watchdog’s future 


For 15 years, the Correctional Institutions Inspec- 
tions Committee has been the Ohio General 
Assembly's watchdog of the state's penal system, The 
impetus for its founding was the late State Rep. C.J 
McLin of Dayton, who was concerned about the 
myriad of problems facing inmates in the state's prison 
system, and allegations of racism, discrimination and 
mistreatment 

Under the leadership of McLin, and with the bipar- 
tisan support of legislators such as former state 
senator (and now Supreme Court justice) Paul Pfeifter, 
the ClIC became a strong advocate for humane treat- 
ment of prisoners, movement 
toward community corrections 
programs, and an increase in the 
number of minority employees in 
the state's prison system 

In 1983, when California's then- 
governor George Deukmejian at- 
tempted to hire former Ohio 
corrections chief George Denton 
as the chief of Californiaprisons, it 
was McLin, from his role as chair- 
man of the ClIC, who led the effort 


But In the wake of the Lucasville 
uprising, it appears that one of the major casualties 
may be the watchdog sniffing out the problems. Sup- 
porters of prisoners’ -rights have questioned whether 
there is a bipartisan effort to gut the effectiveness of 
the Correctional Institutions Inspections. Committee 

The issue of the ClIC has flared several times 
recently. From the bench, Justice Pfeiffer publicly 
charged that Ohio House Speaker Vern Riffe was 
attempting to eliminate the ClIC from the budget, a 
charge that Riffe denied. 

And most recently, committee member Sen. Jeff 
Johnson of Cleveland got into a heated dispute with 
CIIC chairman, Betty Montgomery of Bowling Green 
regarding the independence and flexibility of the com- 
mittee. 

Johnson had been fighting for the continued ability 
of the CIIC legislative members to go into the prisons 
at any time, and to talk with whomever they wanted 
with the exception of instances where such action 
would interfere with an ongoing criminal probe, It was 
a request which -Montgomery would not clearly grant. 

In the hearing, Montgomery asked, “are we here to 
grab headlines are or we going to get the job done?" 

Johnson has an answer to that question; there is a 
need to have the independence of the panel in ofder 
to effectively get the job done 

The CIIC, Johnson said, serves &n absolutely criti- 
cal role in investigating and evaluating the prisons, 


which serve more Blacks. on a percentage basis, than: 


any other governmental constituency. 

"We're the only one potentially responding to the 
administration" in addressing the issues affecting 
prisoners, Johnson said 

And Johnson is convinced that there is a plan and 
strategy to ultimately destroy the CIIC. 

The inspections committee is vulnerable because it 
is up for reauthorization by the legislature. The 
reauthorization was left out of the budget bill passed 


by the House of Representatives -- an act that was: 


merely a technical error, Riffe and other House leaders 
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haVe said. But Johnson and other advocates for the 
committee are not convinced 

“Inthe short run, it's going to be continued," Johnson 
said, noting that. the furor over the.Pfeiffer's remarks; 
and the controversy surrounding the Lucasville upris- 
ing, have Sustained it. 

However, once the Lucasville crisis is over, Johnson 
believes; there will be a move to restrict the legislators’ 
access to prisoners and staff -- a move that directly 
affects one key member of the committee, Rhine 
McLin, who has continued the-critical work her father 
started with the committee, 

“The only thing that’s stopping them from killing us 
off this year is the scrutiny their efforts have received," 
Johnson said 

The restriction of the Correctional Institutions In; 
spections Gommittee, if it occurrs, could not come at 
@ worse time. At 39,000 persons, the prisons aré 
operating at more than 175 percent of capacity. More 
than half the prisoners are Black, and they face ongo+ 
ing cGncerns regarding the ‘presence of hate groups 
among fellow inmates and prison guards, 

And there remains the question of whether two new 
prisons. in lily-white eastern Ohio, will be built, While 
the Voinovich administration had backed off the con} 
struction, the question remains alive because of the 
concern of a key Republican legislator, Sen. Robert 
Ney of Barnesville, in whose district the prisons would

People are seeking careers and 
opportunities not handouts and 
promises. .Creating jobs which cost 
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$30,000 per position is ridiculous 
when there Is no focus on where we 
are going and what job skills are 
needed. Government-created jobs 
last as long as taxpayers choose to 
fund them. Private sector jobs are 
far more permanent in that they rely 
on the combined commitments of 
managers who act wisely and 
workers who labor productively.

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Barbara Stovall, South Side 
Settlement director retires

The last day of May is the last official work day for a woman who has given a long 
and dedicated career in community service. Stovall, executive director of South Side 
Settlement has announced her retirement effective May 31 

Stovall became director of South Side Settlement, 310 Innis Avenue in 1968. During 
the last 25 years she has watched the community grow, and change, with the hub being 
the Settlement. 

"It's hard to leave," Stovall said. "The highlight of my work here, has just been... being 
here. | have had the opportunity to test everything | believe in. There is nothing | haven't 
been able to do." 

The South Side Settlement was founded in 1899 by the Methodist Home Mis- 
sionaries. It is funded jointly by the United Way of Franklin County, and the National 
Division of Board of Missions of the United Methodist Church 

The philosophical framework of the Settlement is one that Stovall believés in, and 
has practiced every day that she has been director. 

The first concept inherent in the value system of the Settiement, is the objective to 
improve the quality of human life through the creation of a community of culture and 
concern, in a society rooted in economic and social justice. 

"Society likes to label people, and treat people differently," said Stovall. "In order to 
make it seem as though we are better. Well I'm not better." 

Stovall says another concept at the Settlement is not to treat people as though they 
are a problem. Or to treat people as though they are sick. But to treat people as though 
they are your neighbors and your friends. 

“We treat people with respect, and they in turn respect us," said Stovall. When asked 
what-accomplishment she is most proud of achieving at South Side Settlement she said 

“There is nothing I'm most proud of here: It has just-been...-being here,,..and being 
a part of peoples’ lives." ;

Differences seen in obesity between 
young Black and white women

Increasing obesity with age than white women, according to data from the 
Coronary Artery Risk Department in Young Adults Study (CARDIA). 

Gregory L. Burke MD, of the Department of Health Sciences, Bowman 
Gray School of Medicine, Winston-Salem, N.C. and colleagues, remarked that 
two of the key contributing factors to the increased prevalence of obesity in 
Black women include earlier age at first childbirth and body self-perception. 

The researchers noted that the differences in obesity between white and 
Black women in their study also could be related to more sedentary lifestyle, 
higher energy intake, earlier menarche, higher age-adjusted body mass index 
and subscapular skinfold thickness and other factors.

Dr. Burke and colleagues examined the association between behavioral 
and demographic factors and body size in 2,801 Black and white women, 
aged 18 to 30 years, who participated in the CARDIA study in 1985 and 1986. 

Similar to the findings in national probability samples, the researchers 
found that differences in age and education did not account for the increased 
prevalence of obesity in Black women, 


Black women, however, were almost three times as‘likely as white women 
to have at least one child, and had a larger number of children than did white 
women. In studies of childbirth and child rearing as determinants differences 
to be smallest in women with three or more children and in women who had 
teenage pregnancies Fs 

Dr. Burke and colleagues suggested that this “striking tendency toward 
having more children at an earlier age may contribute to an altered lifestyle 
among these women." This new way of life may reduce mothers’ physical 
activity levels and decrease their chances of weight loss after childbirth, In 
both races, mean body mass increased with the number of children a woman 
had, The researchers stated that low socioeconomic status “could indeed be 
related to both early child-bearing and obesity." 

Body Self-Perception 


The study findings indicate that white women were more likely to perceive 
Obesity as harmful than black Women, although black women were much more 
likely to perceive themselves as being "much too fat." In addition, more white 
womenreported having been on weight-reducing diets than black women, thé 
researchers reported. 

Dr. Burke and colleagues Stated that "this information may reflect racial 
differences either in social value attached to obesity or in the perceptions of 
young adults as to health consequences of increase body size." 

Targeting Intervention Programs 

Because their study findings showed that age at first childbirth was a 
contributing factor in obesity, the researchers suggested that obesity interven- 
tion programs be targeted to teenaged mothers.

| think it unnecessary to distinguish, as 
some do, between minority business 
development operatives who do their work 
“inside the system" and those who work 


“outside” of it. Both, as-far as | am con- 
cemed, have key roles to play in getting 
the job done. 

What is more important is to identify who 
is doing what and how their work affects 
the community's clearly articulated agenda, 
if there is such an’ animal. 

| do not denigrate the position of those 
who say black businesses must be 
developed strictly by black people. Theirs 
is the same group that would not ap- 
preciate the “outside interference" of non- 
black members on the boards of black 
companies, organizations, etc 

Theirs is also the group that often ex- 
plains away the inefficiencies associated 
with black business, More often that not, 
those inefficiencies are the result of all the 
things black businesses are known for not 
having enough of--capital, access to 
markets, strong and meaningful support 
systems. 

Let's face it, if we had to make our as- 
sessment today, we'd have to- conclude 
that most black-owned businesses: are 
micor-sized organizations operating on a 
Marginal scale in relationship to a much 
bigger economy. No matter, says the 
group in question, let's keep it in the family 

The more radical elements in this group 
have gone so far as to advocate economic 
independence from the United States, or, 
at least, the establishment of African 
American states to which blacks can 
emigrate, if they so choose, 

The popularity of this group's key argu- 
ment waxes and wanes with the U.S. 
economic system's ability to help African 
Americans realize their dreams of personal 
economic stability. 

What has taken some of the steam out 
of the sails of this "yearning," | think, is that 
monumental amount of work it would take 
fo put a state or federation together and 
keep it together. The sheer desire'to follow 
through has to be nothing short of Her- 
culéan. 

The other group of business and com- 
munity developers insist that the African 
American community must broaden its par- 
ticipation in the larger marketplace to 
which it contributes now on a day-to-day 
basis. 

Why pay taxes and not get the benefits 
of the services those taxes justify?, Why 
buy from companies and then not expect 
that they will reinvest in your communities? 
After all, says this group (and with good

Wright requests "user 
friendly" budget info 


Columbus City Councilwoman Les 
Wright, who chairs the Human Services 
Committee, has requested that city 
budget information be presented in a 
manner that is “user friendly" for the 
average citizen. 

In a recent letter to Odella- Welch, 
director of the Human Services Depart- 
ment, Wright described the weaknesses 
in the current process as it relates to the 
Capital Improvement Program. 

"The document is prepared months 
after the CIP is passed by City Council 
and is old news by the time it reaches the 
community," explains Wright. "In addi- 
tion, it deals only with Capital Improve- 
ments and not other city projects and 
programs that affect a neighbbrhood."_ 

right is~concerned: that too-many- 
neighborhood residents and civic or- 
ganizations are “left in the dark" about 
city programs being planned for their 
community. She also believes that many 
budgeted improvements are not iden- 
tifled as neighborhood-specific

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“Itis impossible for the average citizen 
to interpret the General Fund Budget and 
get an overview of city programs that are 
specific to the Near East side or the Far 
North areas," Wright emphasizes. 

"Even Community Development 
Block Grant (CBDG) allocation ordinan- 
ces are obscure in identifying neighbor- 
hood impact. This makes it difficult for 
residents and neighborhood organiza- 
tions to know about street resurfacing, 
intersection improvements, ... and park 
acquisitions that may be planned for their 
communities." 

According to Wright, the Neighbor- 
hood Information and Planning Section 
could improve its role as a conduit for 
information going from City divisions to 


area commissions-and neighborhood or-— 


ganizations 

Wright suggests that information 
could be gathered from the different city 
divisions and assembled in a briefly writ- 
ten document targeted for individual 
community planning areas. 
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Transfer and Storage was recognized for 
its contributions to the struggle for 
equality. specifically its participation in 
the Underground Railroad in the 1840s.

On January 19, 1993, the Honorable 
George V. Voinovich signed into law Sub- 
stitute House Bill 374, providing con- 
struction bond and retainage reductions 
for public works throughout the state. 

This historic law will give public offi- 
cials at all levels of government the dis- 
cretion to provide incentives for the better 
management of construction projects, 
while.opening.up_ opportunities for. small 
and minority businesses in the construc- 
tion industry. 

The original intent of the legislation is 
to help those businesses emerge in the 
construction field to receive opportunities 
to participate in public works with less 
onerous security for completion, when 
the public official determines the project 
does not need such security. 

Until the 1950s, Ohio only required a 
construction bond of up to 50% of the 
public works. By requiring a bond for 
100%, in addition to a retainage of eight 
percent of the contractors’ earnings 
through half of the project, the project 
ultimately can be over-scrutinized, 
restricting small contractors from seek- 
ing additional bonding capacity for new 
projects, and not receiving monies 
earned which are held as excess 
retainage. 

The new law which, passed unani- 
mously inthe House and Senate, with the 
support of Senator William Bowen and 
Committee Chairman Bob Cupp, was 
designed with the support of the Ohio

The Ohio Society of CPAs, selecting the 
right location. for your business directly 
affects its profitability. Here are some 
general guidelines you can follow to help 
you make the right choice. 

LOCATE TO SERVE YOUR TARGET 
MARKET 

The first question to ask yourself is: 
What kinds of people would use my ser- 
vices or buy my products. Describe the 
background of your potential clients as 
specifically as possible, focusing on age, 
income level, hobbies, and other aspects 
of their backgrounds that may be 
relevant to your particular business. 

Then look for a location that enables 
you to have contact with these potential 
clients. For example, if you want to open 
an upscale clothing boutique, you may 


want to consider a resort location or a 
suburban area with many upper-income 
professionals 

EXAMINE AREA STATISTICS 

To find out whether a community 's 
comprised of individuals who meet your 
target market description, contact the 
local census bureau. It can supply you 
with details about a community's popula- 
tion, such as the average income, 
predominantly occupations, and median 
age. 

Besides the census bureau, other 
sources of background information in- 
clude local government agencies, cham- 
bers of commerce, the Small Business 
Administration, trade associations, local 
newspapers, and local residents 

By talking with people in the area, you 
can obtain vital information about their 
interests and Which types of businesses 
are more likely to thrive. Also, read the 
editorials and letters to the editor in the 
local press to find out some of the con- 
cerns of community residents. 


ACCESSIBILITY AND CURB AP- 
PEAL 

Match your location to the customers 
you want to serve, making sure your 
location is near major access roads and 
public transportation, Be sure parking 
facilities are convenient and safely lit if 
your business will ba-open during eves 
ning hours. 

For many businesses, it doesn't make 
sense to cut your rental costs by select- 
ing a location that is off the beaten path. 
Situating a business in a high-traffic area 
is almost always worth the additional rent 
you pay, 

However, don't assume that every 
heavily traveled road or shopping mall is 
a good location for your business. For 
example, if you're thinking about opening 
a video rental store, you may want to 
select a more suburban "main street” 
location close to residential areas. 

_ On the other hand, opening a store 
that sells hand-crafted items in, a major 
business district may not attract the clien- 
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tele you want, no matter how many 
people work in the area. 

Also, take as much interest in the 
physical appearance of the building 
where your business will be located as 
you do in your own appearance. Even if 
youaren't selling particularly high-priced 
goods of services, a store, building or 
Office front that is well-maintained says 
more about your business and how you 
run it than any advertisement could say.

tricts. Each public entity will 
adopt enabling legislation, such as 
resolution or a municipal ordinance, 
to establish the guidelines under 
which the bond, or retainage, might 
be released. 

The benefits of this law are broad 
and novel. The law gives govern- 
ment a new tool to provide incen- 
tives to contractors for the first time 
and to bring projects in on time 
without dispute. Without this legis- 
lation, the government has no 
authority to release the security, 
even if there are no risks. 

The law also allows the contrac- 
tor to receive retained money al- 
ready earned, held in escrow, and 
at no cost to the government. Thus, 
instead of waiting for many months 
after a project is ultimately finished, 
this law may, in fact, make it more 
likely that the contractor can finish

With reduction of bonding 
capacity, the hope is that surety 
companies will allow small and 
emerging businesses additional 
bonding capacity to seek participa- 
tion in other projects.

If you have not filed past due tax returns, put your fear aside and 
ome to File Your Return Day on May 15, 1993, says the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) 

} The Internal Revenue Service invited nearly 900 Franklin.County 
nonfilers to do just that, but the offer is open to the public Anyone 
who has not filed past due returns is invited to come for help 

“The IRS recognizes that many nonfilers want to set the record 
Straight, but many are afraid or need help,” said IRS spokesperson 
Teri Dixon. “File Your Return Day is an assistance opportunity with 
some incentives for nonfilers." 

Incentives include possible penalty abatement, liberalized pay- 
ment plans, offers-in-compromise, and in most cases, avoidance of 
griminal prosecution when the nonfiler voluntarily comes forward 
"About 40 percent of nonfiled returns qualify for a refund," Dixon 
gaid. "Because of the’ statute of limitations, the period for claiming 
refunds expires after three years--another incentive for filing now. 

File Your Return Day will be held Saturday, May 15, from 7:30 a.m 
to 3:30 p.m., at Whitehall Municipal Building, 360 South Yearling 
Road, Whitehall, Ohio. 


Employees of the Internal Revenue Service, Ohio Department of 
Taxation, and city of Whitehall will help prepare past due federal, 
state, and city tax returns. Free legal advice also will be available to 
nonfilers by members of the American Bar Association 

Anote of caution for nonfilers who do not come forward voluntarily 
IRS -is using enhanced enforcement to identify nonfilers who choose 
to remain outside the system. The agency assigned 13 examiners 
to look at nonfiler cases in central and southern Ohio. To date, the 
examiners have identified and contacted more than 400 nonfilers 
with liabilities exceeding $1,5.million

Beware glowing advertising 
testimonials, BBB says 


The Better Business Bureau 
warns consumers not to fall prey to 
misleading or confusing advertising 
that uses glowing testimonials from 
“questionable” users of products 
And services that promise anything 
from “losing weight while you sleep" 
to “doubling your investment over- 
night." 

A testimonial can be any adver- 
tising message that reflects the 
opinions, beliefs, findings or ex- 
perience of a party other than the 
sponsoring advertiser. 

tn cases involving certain 
products and services, advertisers 
may intentionally use testimonials 
to confuse or misiead, often 
through vague statements or exag- 
gerated claims by endorsers who 
are not easily identifiable. 

Typical statements may claim, “it 
really works for me!" or "| made 
$3,000 in one week!" from people 
who would be impossible to. contact 
for verification, such as “F.W. of 
Dallas" or "Bob from Los Angeles." 

Other ads use broad claims of 
approval by indefinitely large or 
vague groups, such as "the 
homeowners of America" or "the 
doctors of America." 

Another source of testimonial 
advertising is television infomer? 
cials, Although many viewers don't 
realize it, the studio audience in 


some product infomercials, whose 
members seemingly spontaneous- 
ly admire the product's virtues, are 
paid by the advertisers to attend the 
tapings 

Misleading’ testimonial Ccom- 
ments may include high. praise for 
the miraculous powers of a quack 
medical product whose effective- 
ness can't be backed up by the 
scientific evidence required by 
federal law, or a once-in-a-lifetime 
business opportunity that has no 
financial history supporting the 
claim. 

To help.sort through sometimes 
confusing advertising claims, the 
BBB suggests consumers ask 
these questions about testimonial 
ads: Is the endorsement quoted in 
its entirety, and not edited, so as to 
alter its overall meaning? 

Is the endorser getting paid by 
the company whose product or ser- 
vice is endorsed? If the endorser is 
associated with some well-known 
and highly-regarded institution, is 
he or she speaking on behalf of that 
institution or only in a personal 
capacity? 

Is the endorser competent and 
sufficiently qualified to express an 
opinion concerning the quality of 
the product or service being adver- 
tised?

If you are in need of low cost 
housing, the HomeSharing pro- 
gram may be foryous , , 

HomeSharing is a program that 
started in 1985 that brings together 
two people who can.share expen- 
ses, and a home. An adult person 
with a disability or who is over the 
age of 55 who owns or rents a home 
is paired with another adult, age 18 
and over, who is looking for affor- 
dable housing 

The home seeker, in return for 
helping the home provider out with 
chores and personal assistance, 
receives low cost or even free hous- 
ing and is sometimes paid for their 
services by the home provider. 

The HomeSharing program is 
currently making an effort to involve 
Blacks in the program by enlisting 
the help of Neighborhood House. © 

"We felt we were underserving 
the Black community," said Hollie 
Goldberg, the program's director. 
“People tend to prefer someone of 
their own cultural background." 

“The program has allowed alot 
of seniors to hold on to their homes. 
They've raised their families there 
and don't want to give up their 
residences. Alot of them just want 
the security of knowing that some- 
one else is in the house with them 
at night," said GraceGreen, hous-

coordinator at Neighborhood 
House 


Matching up two partners in the 
HomeSharing program involves a 
series of steps. A confidential inter- 
view is conducted to determine the 
housing needs of each applicant. 
Applicants must produce three ref- 
erences and agree to a background 
investigation, including.a police 
check and fingerprints taken. 

At the advent of a possible 
match, an introductory visit is set up 
between the potential home 
provider and home seeker. If the 
pair hit it off, a trial period of sharing 
a home for one or two weeks is 
usually the next step. Upon commit- 
ting to the program, a six month 
commitment is required. 

"The program is ideal for people 
who are going through a certain 
stage of life," said Goldberg; who 
went.on to say that college students, 
otten fit the profile of ahome seeker. 

Single parents can also benefit 
from the program, according to 
Goldberg and Green 

‘The greatest number of calls 
I've been getting is from single 
moms with children," said Green 

"This is a huge need in the Black

Nelloms fights off inj 


to help O

It was Jess than a year ago one sum- 
mer night that a bullet had pierced 
through his left shoulder blade and exited 
his chest. A month ago he suffered a 
pulled hamstring, And through it all, he 
just keeps getting better. 

Chris Nelloms, 21, helped Ohio State 
break two track and field relay records 
and topped all participant in the 200- 
meter dash Sunday at Ohio Stadium in 
the Ninth annual Jesse Owens Track and 
Field Classic. 

After Butler By'Not’e, Nelloms, Aaron 
Payne and Chris Sanders broke the pre- 
vious meet record of 40.00 with a time of 
39.30 in the 4 X 100-meter relay, Nelloms 
went solo in the 200-meter and defeated 
Todd Long of Oklahoma with a time of 
20.59, which qualified him to the NCAA. 

Later on that 78-degree afternoon, 
Rich Jones, Nelloms, Robert Smith and 
Aaron Payne shattered an Ohio Stadium 
and meet record of 3:03.87 with a 
3"02.48 time in the 4 X 400-meter relay. 

"It's been a frustrating year for me," 
said Nelloms, "But my teammates and 
Russ (Rogers, head coach) make me 
stay patient. That's the ups. I'll accept the 
downs when it doesn’t count. I'm not fully 
recovered, but as week go on, |-get bet- 
ter.” 

That's a definite fact. 

Just a week before the Owens Clas- 
sic, Nelloms posted a 20.68 time in the 
200-meter dash and ran the second leg 
in the 4 X 100-meter relay for first place 
(39,51). 

"Chris amazes me everytime he gets 
on the track," said Russ Rogers, head 
coach of the Men's Track and Field Team. 
"He performs. He's only working about 80 
percent and to see him do these things is 
breathtaking." 

ys ond said he wanted to pull Nelloms 
out of the last relay because he was 
experiencing dizziness, but Nelloms told 
him he could make it. Rogers allowed him 
to run and they broke their second record 
of the day. 

"Records are meant to be broken and 
| want to be the fastest in whatever | run," 
said Nelloms. "| want to be the world's 
greatest ever in track and field." 
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shatter track records 


“The relay team was excited and we 
messed up @ couple of times," said 
Rogers, a stickler for details. "We worked 
it out and everything worked out. This is 
probably the best performance that | had 
since I've been here," Rogers said of his 
coaching. This is the first time we won at 
home (this year)." 

Winning is something Nelloms 
thought he would never experience again 
on that dark early morning in Dayton, 
Ohio. 

"| kept asking myself, ‘why did this 
happen to me’," said the Dayton native. 
“It took my strength and speed away from 
me, Especially in my upper body. I'd like 
to see what! can do at 100 percent. Right 
now I'm at about 85." 

Nelloms' goal-was to qualify for the 
NCAA Ttack and Field Tournament and 
he knew that physically it could be 
achieved, as long as he prepared men- 
tally for the meet. 

"| was pumped up for the Jesse 
Owens Classic because it's a home 
meet," said Nelloms. "But! didn't want to 
get injured. It's not tough to qualify for the 
NCAA's, Last weekend | did well. If | can 
stay healthy, it's scary what | can do. 
Sometimes_when |-run good time, | 
wonder what | can do at 100 percent." 

Nelloms was accompanied by some 
former Ohio State university greats. 
Olympic star Butch Reynolds was on 
hand and posted a first place time (44.77) 
in the 400-meter dash. Other Olympians 
were at the classic such as Roger 
Kingdom, Joe Greene, Mark Croghan 
and Joe Falcon. 

“Butch did more than just run," said 
Rogers, a former coach of Reynolds. "I'm 
surprised by how well he did, He was 
doing a lot of public relations work while 
he was here and didn't. practice that 
much. There is nd words to explain what 
he did for the university and for me. No 
one will never know the impact he 
brought." 

Otis Winston set an Ohio State record 
with a 7-feet-4 1/2/2.25 meter high jump. 
“Winston Is just beginning to realize that 
he can make the Olympics if he wants it," 
Rogers said, Winston is a member of the 
men's basketball team and only high 
jumps part-time.. 

Other part-timers such.as Robert 
Smith, who recently signed a contract to 
play football for the Minnesota Vikings,

Rogers, last year Big Ten Coach of the 
Year, expressed his thought of the univer- 
sity, stating the university could have put 


more effort into making sure the Jesse 
Owens Classic is a success.

Rape case against Tyson still surrounded by doubt

AS the decision by the Indiana court 
of Appeals on the possibility of a new trial, 
in the case involving former world 
heavyweight boxing champion Mike 
Tyson draws near, the question of 
whether or not he was actually guilty of 
raping Miss Black America contestant 
Desiree Washington remains the center 
of a storm that never seems to calm. 

With a ruling on the case due any day, 
a ruling that could lead to a new trial for 
Tyson and his release from prison, some 
people are trying to cash in on Tyson's 
misfortune. 

‘| Currently, Tyson is serving a six-year 
prison term at the Indiana Youth center 
near Plainfield, Ind., located just a few 
miles from Indianapolis, after being 
‘found guilty of rape inthe case involving 
Washington. 

Now, as more developments in the 
case become apparent, the guilty verdict 
handed down against Tyson has be- 
come more clouded, and one legal ex- 
pert has published a book that suggests 
Tyson did not receive a fair trial,

After the decision clearing his name 
waS ¥eached, media reports from Baton 
Rouge quoted himas saying, "I'm happy, 
I'm relieved and I'm elated.” 


Rev. Girton, the most vocal of a group 
of local ministers who maintained from 
the beginning that Tyson was innocent, 
said the latest developments just prove 
what they have known all along, that 
Tyson is innocent. 

“We're just waiting to hear what the 
appeal court says, We still believe he 
wasn't guilty,” Girton said. 

Earlier this week filmmaker Spike Lee 
was among the visitors at the Indiana 


Boys School who stopped by to se# 
Tyson, and he said his visit with the 
former champion went well. "He's if 
good spirits," Lee said after his visit with 
yson.

Wilberforce U. president 
expresses education 
concerns to Congress 


An Open Letter to Congress: 
Dear Congressman: 
| am writing to you about an ex- 
tremely important matter concern- 
ing the 800 students attending 
Wilberforce by silng 
AS you are aware, full implemen- 
tation of direct government loans to 
students has been proposed as 
part of the FY 1994 budget reform 
package, This countermands the 
more deliberate action taken by the 
{02nd Congress to establish a 
Direct Loan Program to test and 
Sita the concept on several 
hundred campuses. nationwi 
prior'to full-implementation: Sine 
Direct Government Lending has 
yet to be tested, there remain many 
unresolved issues and un- 
answered questions about how the 
program could impact student ac- 
cess to funding. 

Until we have answers to these 
questions and can rest assured 
that loan funds will be available for 
our students, | urge you and your 
colleagues in the Ohio Delegation 
to remain committed to the preser- 
vation of the pilot program and ad- 
ditional reform, where necessary, 
of the current student loan pro- 
gram to achieve greater cost ef- 
ficiencies. 

| know that you take seriously 
the need for cost savings in all 
federal programs, just as we do at 
Wilberforce. However, the costs 
associated with the direct govern- 
ment loan program would run 
counter to our current efforts to 
streamline administrative costs. In 
order for Wilberforce to. administer 
a direct government loan program, 
we would have to hire an es- 
timated 4 additional staff at ap- 
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proximately $100,000 based on our 
current salary rates, 

Our facilities are not conducive 
to the required computer enhance- 
ments; we would be forced to as- 
sume a one-time cost of at least 
$35,000 to upgrade out system to 
accommodate the lending process. 

Our small financial aid staff 
would need additional training on 
the technical lending tasks. As- 
suming these lender functions is 
certainly not an activity central to 
Wilberforce’s mission, and would 
undoubtedly detract for our ability 
to educate students. 

| am concerned that these sig- 
nificant costs could potentially be 
passed on to students through in- 
creases in tuition and fees. If this 
indeed becomes the case, | think 
it is safe to assert that direct 
government lending.will fimit stu- 


dent access. As president of Wil 
berforce University, | am par 
ticularly concerned that minorit 
students, already facing substan 
tial obstacles to accessing fund: 
for higher education, may bear ad 
ditional burdens under a Direc 
Government Lending Program. 


Finally, | have serious doubt 
about the ability of the Departmer 
of Education to efficiently manag 
this program. As recently as las 
month, the inspector genere 
presented testimony to Congres 
in which he claimed that ") 
“department is poorlyma i 
urged thatno new initiatives (direc 
government lending) should b 
launched until the department so 
ves its current problems. Given th 
poet managerial er, of th 

ederally Insured.Student Loa 
Program, | am reluctant to suppo 
a program that would place th 
entire student aid delivery prograr 
in the hands of a Federe 
bureaucracy.
